C'Ul.D COMFOKT. 


As is usually the case tho Democracy 


finds great consolation in a predeter- 
mined victory. They have carried New 
York State by a slender majority after a 
desperate struggle, 
and 
the rooster 


crows loud. They regard it us a precur- 
sor of years of victory and u continua- 
tion of Democratic rulo. The present 
Administration haa been indorsed and 
Cleveland, according to political sharps, 
will be the successful standard baaror in 
'88. Experience has taught Republican 
leaders that no «reat itnpoitanceis to be 
attached to an election on nn off y<- ar, 
and particularly in New York. The 
history of tho last twenty-five years is a 
safe criterion to go by, and has demon- 
strated that local issues in that Stati 
work results directly contrary to those 
of a national significance. 
It was a 


natural consequence tbat iu an off year 
the Prohibition vote in New Yoik would 
be much heavier than during a Presi- 
dential election, and no fun-minded 
man will deny this asdertioii, that the 
Prohibition ticket invariably receives 
the weighi of its support from the Re- 
publican ranks. The Democratic paity 
in the Empire State mado no actual 
gain last Tuesday, but the secret of 
their success lay in tho fact that thou- 
sands of Republican voteis cast their 
ballots for Prohibition, 
Ag-iin, the Re- 


publicans hoped to secure a victory by 
the iuflaoace of n great man's narno. 
It is high time that our political lenders 
should ignore this idiotic practice, and 
place candidates in the field wh.i are 
recognized as men of individual worth 
and ability, and not those whose only 
recommendation is the bright luster 
that surrounds the history of some an- 
cestor. The greatness of the father is 
seldom visited on tho son. This is not 
only true in America but is universal 
throughout the world. However blight 
Fred Grant may be, he does not, and 
perhaps never will enjoy the prestige 
that belonged to his illustrious father. 
Names do not poll strength in this lane!, 
and it is political snicide to experiment 
in this manner longer. It is an impos- 
sibility to bridge political differences in 
our country by the simple use of an il- 
lustrious name. 
We do not maintain 


that yonng Graut ,was a dead weight to 
his ticket, or that his name brought de- 
feat. 
Any candidate thut could huve 


been put forward might hare met with 
the same defeat last Tuesdny 
We only 


deplore the use of names instead of tried 
and sterling worth where great leaults 
are to be accomplished. The result iu 
Now York is not to be regarded as an 
indorsement of Cleveland's administra- 
tion, but if the Democrats persist in so 
regarding it, what inference is to be 
gleaned from the large Republican gains 
that have followed iu other States? Are 
they to be accepted as endorsements of 
the Memorial Day 
fisherman? 
We 


rather think not. The result in New 
York has no bearing whatever on the 
election that takes piece next Fall. 
Cleveland was not on trial last Tuesday. 
If the Democratic party can gather 
crumbs of comfrfrt from the result in 
the Empire State, the Republicans can 
harvest loaves from the encouraging re- 
turns from Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and other 
Northern 
States. 


There is a name more dreaded by the 
Democracy in America than was that of 


' Napoleon by the potentates of Europe 


during his reign, A name that has a 
man behind it that has been tried and 
never found wanting. A nams that 
will act on the people like a magician's 
wand. Arrayed against that man will 
Grover Cleveland be tried and either re- 
ceive an endorsement or a Waterloo de- 
feat. That man is James G. Elaine.

There are in the State 106 rectifiers, 
11,023 retail liquor dealers, 368 whole- 
sale dealers, 423 manufacturers of cigars, 
14,733 dealers in manufactured tobacco, 
191 brewers, 257 retail dealers iu malt 
liquors and 139 wholesale dealers in 
malt liquora. On October 1st last there 
was 20,822 gallons of spirits in Califor- 
nia distillery warehouses.

from us to be of much account at pres- 
ent, as he passes from conjunction to 
quadrature. 


Jupiter is evening star until the 8th 


and then morning star. 
On the 8th, 


at 9 o'clock in the evening, he is in con- 
junction with the sun and, passing 
from his eastern to bia western side, 
commences his course as morning star. 


Muroury is evening star until the 


17th and then morning star. On the 
17th Mercury reaches inferior conjunc- 
tion, passing between the ervrth and the 
the sun, and being at his nearest point 
to the earth. 


Neptuna is morning star until the 21st 


and then evening star. He is in oppo- 
sition with the sun on the 21st, when ho 
is at his minimum distance from the 
earth, acid under the best conditions 
for telescopic observation.

BAILEOAD TIES.—The durability of 


railroad nes depends very much on the 
iind of timber from which tbey are 
mads, and not altogether on the charac- 
;er of the soil in which they are laid. 
fn this State experience has demon- 
strated that pine is the most durable 
limber for that purpose; but notwith- 
standing this fact it is notiiniversally in 
use. 
Bedwood is used extensively, but 


is altogether too soft to stand long un- 
der the heavy weight to which it is 
subjected. When redwood ties are laid 
alternately with those mode from pine, 
,he difference between them ia readily 
seen. The redwood being much softer 
,hau the pine, soon cuts through and 
ihe rail having no bearing, only on the 
more solid ties, is apt to break and the 
road necessarily requires more attention 
n the shape of repairs. Old railroad 
suilders take the stand that to have a 
jood, smooth and safe road, the timber 
under the rails should all be of the same 
kind and not of a mixed nature. 
The 


reasons they advance are indisputable. 


YOUNG BAIMIOADEKS.—Quite a num- 


ber of Beno boys have recently accepted 
positions on the C. P. B. B., and others 
aro endeavoring to procure employment 
on, the same road. Bailroading, though 
attended by mora or less danger, is an

Farmers 
are not slow to take advantage of a good 
market and next season the crop of this 
nutritious article will ba greater than 
ever before, at least so far as acreage is 
concerned. Already the work of clear- 
ing has commenced, and rocky sage- 
brush lands of to-day will be waving 
with alfalfa next Summer. 


PEAVINE.—Work in Peavine district is 


progressing favorably and under the 
most 
encouraging 
circumstances. It 


may seem like a wild assertion, bnt the 
day will come when this straggling min- 
ing district will ploy an important part 
in the bullion output of this State. 
Confidence and energy isj the secret of 
successful quartz mining, and Peavine 
is favored with both on'd good ore to 
encourage them.

' GBAPE CBXHJBE.—This subject has 
been generally discussed by the press of 
Western Nevada, and the verdict is that 
Tines of a hardy variety would thrive 
and be & source of great profit in this 
portion of Nevada. It has been demon- 
strated on a email scale, to be sure, 
that a large amount of the hill laud is 
admirably adapted to vine culture and 
it only remains to be thoroughly tested 
on a more satisfactory basis. It natur- 
ally follows that those who are possessed 
of the greatest acreage of this kind of 
land should be the most interested and 
the proper paities to make the desired 
tast. The C. P. Bailroad Co. have a 
muck deeper interest in the matter, and 
it would be decidedly to their benefit 
pecuniarily to solve this most important 
question. The company should try the 
experiment ond should iilso explore for 
artesian water. If success should at- 
tend both ventures the benefits that 
would accrue would be almost incalcu- 
lable not only to the railroad company 
but to the State at large.
